Rew Commute Cars 


SP has called for bids on 15 new 
air conditioned, double-deck com- 
mute cars to add to its San Fran- 
cisco Peninsula fleet. In a recent 
survey, commuters voted 16 to 1 
in favor of these double-deckers 
and made other suggestions which 
will be incorporated into the new 
equipment, With the additional 
coaches, SP will have a total of 46 
gallery cars. The new coaches will 
accommodate about 2,200 com- 
muters now using the older subur- 
ban type. 

More Microwave 

With the recent completion of 
the Tucson to El Paso link in SP’s 
microwave system, the Company 
now has more than 2,600 miles of 
microwave in service. The network 
extends from Portland, Ore., to El 
Paso (via San Francisco) and 
from Sacramento to Sparks, Ne- 
vada. Work has begun on a further 
extension of the network from El 
Paso to Houston. This link will 
add another 760 miles of micro- 
wave, bringing the SP network 
total to 3,360 miles — one of the 
longest continuous spans in the 

’ U.S. Microwave sites on the pres- 
ent ‘system are located at various 
elevations, ranging from 121 feet 
‘below sea level near the Salton Sea 


in California to over 10,000 feet 
above sea level atop Heliograph 
Peak near Safford, Ariz. Nine of 
the towers on the new Texas line 
will exceed 300 feet in height, One 
of them, to be erected at Glidden, 
will be 360 feet high — tallest on 
the SP network. 
Huge Tax Bil 

During fiscal 1966-67, SP and 
its subsidiaries will pay nearly $31 
million in federal income taxes 
and over $32 million in other fed- 
eral taxes (including taxes for 
Railroad Retirement and Unem- 
ployment Insurance). In addition, 
SP will pay a variety of state, 
county and local taxes, bringing 
its total tax bill to more than $108 
million. 

Pipeline Being Built 

SP Pipe Lines, Inc, has begun 
construction of about 60 miles of 
14-inch line to extend from 
SPPL’s pumping station at Con- 
cord, Calif., to Sacramento, via 
Suisun and Davis. (It will supple- 
ment SPPL’s present 10-inch line 
to Sacramento via Stockton.) The 
new refined products line will cross 
Carquinez Straits on San Fran- 
cisco Bay in a trench some 55 feet 
below lowest tide level. This proj- 
ect is due for completion early in 
1968. Another new SPPL line ex-

Work on SP’s new semi-auto- 
mated freight car wheel shop at 
Sacramento is moving ahead ra- 
pidly, The Company is also im- 
proving facilities for processing 
locomotive and passenger car 
wheels, axles and related equip- 
ment at Sacramento, and this 
work also is progressing on sched- 
ule, Target date for completion of 
both projects, which will cost over 
$2 million, is December 31, Also 
under construction are improved 
wheel facilities at Taylor Yard, 
Los Angeles. 

Steck Plan Growing 

As of August 10, 3,279 employes 
of Southern Pacific and its wholly- 
owned subsidiaries were investing 
approximately $100,000 per month 
in SP stock through the Com- 
pany’s Stock Purchase Plan.

B. S. Sines retires August 31 as 
vice president of Southern Pacific 
Company with headquarters at 
Houston after 42 years of service. 

Appointed to succeed him is 
Harold J. McKenzie, president of 
the St. Louis Southwestern Rail- 
way (Cotton Belt Lines), an SP 
affiliate. He will continue as presi- 
dent of the Cotton Belt, and will 
continue to make Tyler, Texas, his 
principal headquarters. 

Sines has held top echelon posi- 
tions with the railroad since 1948, 
first in Mexico where he was vice 
president and later president of 
Southern Pacific Company of 
Mexico with headquarters at Gua- 
dalajara, and later as executive 
vice president at Houston for SP’s 
Texas and Louisiana Lines. 

Sines was elected vice president 
of the Texas & New Orleans Rail- 
road 'in/1952 when SP’s Mexican 
properties: were sold to the Mexi- 
can. government. .He ‘was elected 
executive ‘vice president in 1955

Refrigerates Containers 

Pacific Fruit Express now has 
in service an 89-foot piggyback 
flatcar equipped with a diesel elec- 
tric generating unit to power re- 
frigerated containers. This car — 
equipped with special mounts to 
hold three 24-foot containers or 
four 20-foot containers — is being 
used to’*handle fresh commodities 
from ports throughout the Pacific 
to mainland destinations. 

The containers, equipped with 
electrical refrigeration units for 
steamship handling, are plugged 
directly into outlets on the car. 

This new car provides sufficient 
power to refrigerate loads at any 
temperature between zero and 70 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

“Under this set up,” says L. D. 
Schley, PFE’s vice president and 
genera] manager, “containers 
move directly from the ship to the 
rail car for through movement to 
destination.”

“To Obtain Operating Data: — 


SP ‘Runs Trains’ on Tape 


@ Imaginary trains running over 
a railroad that exists only on mag- 
netic tape are helping Southern 
Pacific answer some important op- 
erating questions. 

Under a program called “Train 
Performance Simulation,” the 
physical characteristics of virtual- 
ly the entire SP rail network have 
been recorded on magnetic tape 
which can be fed into a computer. 

This data includes grades and 
curves and any speed restrictions 
that may apply. Also recorded on 
the tape are the relative capabili- 
ties of various types of locomo- 
tives, and the rolling resistance of 
cars, both loaded and empty. 

“We can run imaginary trains 
over this exact model of our rail- 
road between any two points with 
any amount of horsepower and 
any amount of tonnage,” explains 
A. W. Keith, general supervisor of 
diesel power — one of the princi- 
pal users of the model. 

“Tt helps us determine the most 
efficient horsepower per ton ratio 
for any given part of the railroad,” 
he says. “In other words, it tells 
us how much horsepower we need 
to move a given amount of ton- 
nage at sufficient speeds to main- 
tain on-time performance. And it 
also helps us experiment with var- 
iations of the power-tonnage-speed 
ratios.” 

By using the computer, Keith 
says, Operating Department of- 
ficers can obtain information in a 
matter of hours that would take 
months and even years to acquire 
by actually running trains hun- 
dreds of times under various com- 
binations.of operating conditions. 

One of the ‘first railroads in the 
United States to take advantage

nique, SP is also using the model 
to help determine the best loca- 
tions for sidings on various routes, 
and to compare the operating 
characteristics of diesels with those 
of locomotives powered by elec- 
tricity from overhead wires. 


The accuracy of the model has 
been proven by comparing the 
performance of actual trains with 
imaginary trains assigned the same 
power and tonnage. In one in- 
stance, a computer-operated 
“train” traveled two miles and 
then stopped. Upon investigation 
it was found that, through an 
oversight, the “train” had not 
been given any locomotives. It 
was further determined that the 
grades in the territory being 
studied would have permitted a 
real train to roll two miles before 
stopping.

Imaginary: trains will ‘be. as- 
sembled and blocked, and will 
travel between these terminals, 
picking up and dropping off cars 
and performing the other func- 
tions of real trains. 

The Network Simulation Model 
will be used to answer such 
questions as: How many trains 
should we run, and when should 
they be run? When, where and 
how much pre-blocking should be 
done? What blocking should each 
yard do and at what time of day? 
Is it better to run several short 
trains or fewer long trains? What 
physical changes, if any, in yards © 
would facilitate our operations? 

The program is under the over- 
all supervision of J. W. Germany, 
genera] manager, Systems Man- 
agement Services. Working out 
the details are P, L. Phillips, senior 
assistant supervisor, and Systems 
Analysts Karen Ackerman and 
Janet Berryhill, all at San Fran- 
cisco.

“Structural engineers have been 
in critically short supply through- 
out the nation,” explains G. P. 
Nagtegaal, engineer of structural 
design. “At the same time, SP’s 
bridge work has been increasing 
due to changes brought about by 
the enormous population and in- 
dustrial growth of the West and 
Southwest, 

“To solve this dilemma, we went 
to the universities and hired young 
men from other countries who 
have had excellent training, but 
little or no practical experience. 
We also made.use of the personnel 
services of the various professional 
societies in the field, 

“Some of these men plan to-re- 
turn:to their own countries event- 
ually,” . Nagtegaal says, “but 
meanwhile each of them is doing a 
fine job for us,.and at the same 
time they are gaining the practical 
experience they need.” 


In addition to designing rail- 
road bridges, the engineers in this 
section review designs for grade 
separations, and maintain precise 
statistics on about 3,000 bridges 
and trestles on the Pacific Lines. 
They are often called on to de- 
termine — through the use of this 
data—whether or not extra heavy 
loads can safely pass over one or 
more of these bridges. 

Located on the same floor, the 
Engineering Department’s draft- 
ing room also has its own small 
“United Nations,” several mem- 
bers of which are pictured on this 
page, While eight of the depart- 
ment’s draftsmen were born out- 
side of the continental United 
States, all have adopted the U. S. 
as their own country, and as a 
group they have accumulated a 
total of 99 years with SP so far.

Labor-Management Committee Seeks Action! 


Needed to Save Lives: Better 
Enforcement of Crossing Laws 


A joint railroad labor-manage- 
ment committee is currently call- 
ing on key government officials in 
California, Nevada and Arizona 
to urge better enforcement of laws 
requiring driver caution at rail- 
highway crossings. A similar pro- 
gram is also underway, in Texas 
and Louisiana. 

A recent I.C.C. investigation 
found that the “principal cause of 
grade crossing accidents is the 
failure of motorists to stop or exer- 
cise due care and caution or to 
observe and comply with existing 

. laws and regulations.” 


“Better enforcement of these 
laws can wipe out the tragic loss 
of life due to needless crossing ac- 
cidents,” says D, K. Miller, SP’s 
superintendent of safety. “Last 
year, 1,600 Americans across the 
nation were killed in collisions at 
rail-highway crossings. Every one 
of them could have been saved if 
the laws had been obeyed.” 

Miller is west coast coordinat- 
ing chairman of the committee,
